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County Plans Vast 
Wildlife Refuge 


Predictions that a vast wildlife 
refuge area to. be developed. in 
Palm Beach County, will be the 
greatest attraction in South Flor- 
ida, were made this week when a 
general plan of the refuge waktre- 
viewed for the County Commis- 
sion. 

. Presenting the plan was Gerald 
Baker, representative of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, whose agency 
will have charge of development 
end operation of the 140,000 acre 
refuge to be known as the Loxa- 
hatchee National Wildlife Refuge. 

‘The vast marshland area is loc- 
cated west of State Road 7 be- 
tweent the West Palm Beach and 
Hillsboro Canal. 

Tentative pians for a public 
meeting to hear plans for the 
refuge were made by the commis- 
gion this week. The meeting will 
probably be held sometime the lat- 
ter part of March in order that the 
session can be attended by nation- 
al representatives of the Wildlife 
Service who will be in Florida at 
that time. 

The area has been in a planning 
stage for some time, with the 
county commission and the Cen- 
tral and South Florida Flood Con 
trol District, working: with tho 
Wildlife Service, in acquiring 
and drafting plans for t refuge. 

According to the pla which 
Baker presented this week, main 
entrance to tħe-area will be along 
State Road 7 where a 20 acre plot 
is fo be procured to serve as a 
national operational and admini- 
strative headquarters for all Wild- 
life refuges and projects in Soutn 
Florida. 

Commissioner John Prince, Lake 
Worth, pinpointed the main en- 
trance as halfway between the 
Boynton- Beach and Delray Beach 
West Roads, ‘ : 

A second entrance to the area 
willbe located at.the south end 


_ of the marshland on the Hilsboro 


Canal. 

Baker said he doubted that there 
was any wildlife area in the natioa 
that could compare to the Loxa- 
hatchee Refuge, pointing out the 
year ‘around growing season and 
the ability to develop the area into 
an outstanding refuge for fish, 
waterfowl and sight seeing. 

One of. the principal uses of the 
area, Baker said, will be as a 
wintering place for migratory 
waterfowl! such as ducks and geese. 

Considerable. emphasis will be 
placed on Canadian geese, Baker 
said in his report. This phase will 
include bringing geese here from 
Northern areas, clipping their 
wings for a season and using them 
to decoy flights of Canadian honk- 
ers into the Loxahatchee Refuge. 

As for fishing, the marshland is 
now teeming with bass and bream 
and little or no restocking will 
have have to be carried out, Baker 
said. 

One of the greatest uses of the 
refuge, Baker said, will be by the 
sight seeing tourissts. Develop- 
ment of the refuge for sightseeing 
parties will be a major part of the 
project. This development will in- 
clude dredging several canals 
through the marshlands so that 
sight seeing boats can navigate the 
area. 

, Hunters will be able to use the 
refuge, Baker said, and reported 
that it is planned to open about 25 
percent of the aren for the nim- 
rods, 

Some of the problems which face 
the Wildlife Service in develop- 
ing the refuge, Baker said, includ? 
the thousands of- acres of worth: 
less vegetation which’ must be re- 
moved. This will be done in some 
instances by raising the water 
tables and in others by spraying 

Maintaining -a proper natural 
balance of wildlife in the area’ is 
also a great problem that will hav- 
to be worked out. Baker said that 


to allow one specie of wildlife to | 


increase in too great a number 
would defeat the operation of the 
refuge. 

To allow too many alligators 0“ 
otters to inhabit the area would 
mean a decrease in waterfoul ‘n 


_that the gators and otters gat the 


waterfowl or destroy their nests. 
The same thing is true with fish.’ 
A rigid balance must be maintain - 
ed between the game fish and pre- 
dator fish. 

Improvements include construc- 
tion of two concessions . areas 
where boats docks, store, snack 
bars, bait and tackle shops will be 
available to sportsman and sight 
seeing parties. = 

Lamar Johnson, member of the 
FCD engineering staff, predicted 
that this area “will be one of the 
greatest tourist attracions in South 
Florida.” 

Said Johnson, “this is a project 
that has been a dream for many 
years and is now in operation.” 

Reviewing work that has been 
done to date, Johnson said that the 
east boundry levy is already half 
completed and will probably be 
completed by the end of the year. 

A large pumping station, cap- 
able of throwing two million gal- 
lons of water a minute, is about to 
be started and a connecting canal 
links between areas number one 
and two are now being completed. 

Commissioner Prince said that 
telephone and power service has 
been pledged by the Florida Power 
and Light Company and Southern 
Bell Telephone Company and ac- 
cess roads will be built by the 


county.

Under A Fictitious Name Unless 
The Name Is Registered 


The fictitious name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra-

As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews:. 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious
